Jonlousy Causes tho Muvclor of a 


Kospoctod Colored Citizen.

Ooorjjo liobinsou, a well-knowu aud 
duatrioitB colored 
citizen, was shot 


through tho heart in front of postollico 
block, Simdny night, lit u tow minutes 
past nine o'olock, by a coal blnok negro 
named Hurry Qrilllu, who has bee i ou 
duty ut Singleton's barbor Hliop for eomo 
inouth.s.

"Where's tho mini tfmt dono the shoot- 
ing?" There hail been no shooting at that 
time. U'lbniHon answered ; " 1 om tho 
man that done the hitting." 
Grillin then 


said: "1 want to speak to you one min- 
ute." He had lu-i pistol in his right hand 
at his side. I pushed Robiuson behind 
me, and just ut that lime ho reached his 
right hand over my neuk and shot him. 
Robinson placed his hand on his bronst 
and turned his back and inn. (Inllin then 
immediately llrtnl again. Robinson ran 
went on the north side of Praitio street, 
and fell at the north end of Irwin & 
Prii-st's drng store, near tho alley. I 
heard three shots. Tho two first wore 
llred near mo by Griflln. I am not sure 
who llred the hu^, but my impression is 
that Grillin llred tho last one. 


MBS. AMOR ROIIINHON, wife of tho de- 


ceased testilieil: Knew of trouble between 
Robinson aud Grilliu; saw Gritlln al, tho 
elinreh last night; my ImHbnud struck 
Grillin near M. P. Murphoy's residence; 
they had no words; don't know why my 
utiHbnml Btruok Griflin; Bupposod ho had 
a grudge against him; my husband struck 
Grifllu with his walking stick. 
Myself, 


my husband, my son and Mr. Price then 
came on up town, and I didn't see Grillin 
again until near Cole'H drug store; ho 
WIIB oonnng fnst; I said to my husband: 
"Oh, George, Grifliu's a-coming." George 
said, "Let him come." I threw up my 
liaiulkorchiof in my hand andfiiiicl,''l)on'l 
shoot here; don't shoot." Grillin said, "I 
want to speak to that man who struck 
mo." Then Grillin tired; couldn't say 
how far thn men wore apart when shot 
was fired I was nearest Griffin when ho 


fired; was about BIX feet from Griflln; do 
not know whether Griilln reached over 
Price's shoulder when he fired; I scream- 
ed for help when shot was fired; I ran to- 
ward Cole's drug store; I saw two white 
men; heard three shota flred, and bo 
(Griffin) flred each one of them. Didn't 
Bee a revolver in my husband's hand. 
Saw pistol in Griffin's hand; didn't hear 
George Bay anything in answer to Griffin's 
declaration, "I want to see that man that 
struck ine." In answer to questions put 
by jurymen, witness stated that after re- 
turning to the side of her husband OB he 
lay iipon the ground, Griffin held np pis- 
tol; I said: "Vfou have killed my hus- 
band." lie said: "Yea, d—n him; I hove 
killed him." Last Tuesday morning 
GrilTln met me near the Masonio Temple 
and abused mo. lie said ho didn't want 
mo to talk about him going to the peni- 
tentiary; I Baid, "Go away, I dou't want 
to hear nothing what you say." I started 
away, imd ho picked up two small clods 
and snid ho was going to hit mo with 
them. I picked up a piece of bottle, and 
i Biiid I was going to hit him with it. Ho 
followed me, muttering, and said, "God 
d—n you, I'll kill you." 
I wont on to tho 


mound; told my husband what had hap- 
pened; did not see Gritllu afterward, 
George said, "That's all right," when I 
told him what Grillin had said to me. 


W. H. PATTKHSON testified that ho was 


standing in first stairway oast of the cor- 
ner when the shooting occurred. Ho 
heard three shots. Thought tho first 
came from the oast, as ho thought ho 
hoard tho bullet whiz by him, which 
caused him to stop back. Heard another 
shot, and then a man ran by him to tho 
corner. Saw this man turn part way 
uromid and fire eastward, and then go 
north on the sidewalk past tho corner.

occurred. 
Didn't sec Grillin piiBB mo. 


Saw two colored men, ono Robert liogan 
and another pass by. As soon as I heard 
shooting [ ran toward the scene. Heard 
throe shots fired, tho first n light one, and 
tho others heavier. Don't know who tired 
tho shots. I heard no exclamation prior 
or during the shooting. 


Robert Wilkinson, merchant policeman, 


testified: Was in front of opera block 
when I heard shooting. 
Came around 


to the place, ami was told to arrest Grilllu, 
and Ollieer Reynolds aud T took him to 
jail. 
Ho made no resistance. Grifliu 


told me that he was first struck by Robin- 
son, whom ho did not know was behind 
him. 
Grillin said ho shot Robinson. 


Olliccr Reynolds, who took Grilliu in 


custody, testillisd: Saw Grillin standing 
in front of frwin it Priest's drug store. 
Asked him if he did tho shooting. Ho 
said, "I did, mid hero is tho revolver.' 
Tho witness described tho condition of 
the revolver when ho received it. 


MAIUIIIH CLUKR testified: Did not soo 


shooting; 1 found Robinson's X L No. 4 
revolver near Mr, Priest's side track, near 
the drug store, in the street whore tho 
track goes into the lot. 


HAYUIIN 
Mvrai, a painter, testified: 


Heard three shots fired; heard Grillin Bay 
lie shot Robinson; heard a woman cry 
out, "Oil, you have killed my hnabanii." 


At 1'2:UO an adjournment was taken un- 


Sil this afternoon when the testimony of 
several other parties who witnessed tho 
illray was heard, 
It corroborated tho 


main points given by other witnesses. 


At the hour of going to press the jury 


jail not rctnrni.il a verdict. 


(HlTl'l'IN 8 HTOBY. 


Harry Grillin, tho man who did tho kill- 


ing, was soon in the county jail this morn- 
tig by a RisrmiiaoAN reporter. He is n 
joal black negro, of medium height, large 
oyofl and woarj n moustaoho and goatee. 
Ho is about thirty years of ago. He says 
lie cnmo to Dountiir from Jorsoyville, 111,, 
two years ago, and has boon a barber at 
Huston Singleton's shop, in the base- 
ment of tho Ullrich block. Ho knew 
Goorgo Robinson and his wifo, but told 
i,he reporter that ho was not on speaking 
terms with tho woman. Ho had never 
had any trouble with Robiusoti. Ho con- 
tinued: "Sunday uftoruoon 1 wont over 
in the fourth ward beyond the railroad, 
and called upon Miss Thomas, with whom 
I wont to church in tho evening. Wo 
wont to tho African M. E. church, ou 
Cemetery street, 
f didn't know that 


Robinson was there; after church we 
started to eomo up towards town, and 
when near M, I'. Murphoy's residence, on 
Main streol, I was suddenly and without 
warning struck on tho back of the head 
and felled to the pavement. It was Rob- 
inson who struck mo; after knocking mo 
down, Robinson jumped on me, but his 
wifo who was with him, pulled him oil', 
aud then 1 got up. Tho people passed 
on, and so did Robinson aud his wife. 
Soon afterward J started up the street, 
passing over tho old square, along on Mer- 
chant st., on my way to Singleton's shop; 
oumo to the gas lamp at Irwin & Priest's, 
where I saw Robinson and his wifo. I 
said, "Who struck mo ?" and Robinson 
answered, "1 did," and a moment after- 
ward 1 heard Mrs. Robinson say, "Uh, 
George, don't I" and then oumo the report 
of n pistol, Robinson fired lit mo first. 
J pulled out my gun aud fired at him: I 
fired twice; ho fired once. 
That's all 


there is of it." 


The reporter then, (piostioned the pris- 


oner with reference to his alleged inti- 
macy with R'lhiiiHou'ri wife. 
Ho said he 


never had anything to do with her, and 
that if Robinson was jealous of him ho 
couldn't help it. Grifliu seems to bo quite 
uorvous and chows a prodigious quantity 
of tobacco, 


A Hl'HAY IIULTiKT. 


Both Robinson and Griflln had pistols 


of ;K!-calibro boro. When Iho drat shot 
was llrod they were standing near Irwin's 
water fountain. 
Griilln was facing west, 


according to tho story of Mrs Robinson 
and Mr. Prioo. Three shots wore llrod. 
Orillln'H pistol shown two empty chum- 
bers, and in H ibinson's pistol one bullet 
is missing, Ono of the three bullets 
caused tho death of Robinson, and Grif- 
fin admits tint ho killed tho doconsod. A 
stray bullet was found this morning by 
Shnriu" Foster emboildod ill the upper 
half of tho left hand window sash at M. 
E. Schroedor's cigar store, which is locat- 
ed about 30 feet oast of the spot where 
tho shooting occurred. It is argued that 
Robinson fired that bullot. Tho bullet 
broke tho window pane. It was taken 
out and is in possession of the flhorill', 


NOTED, 


Harry Grilliu is a member of the Odd 


Fellows order, and Goorgo Robinson was 
a member of tho Anuiont Yurk Masonic 
order. 


Dr. Cass Chonoweth was called to at- 


tend Robinson after ho was shot. The 
man was dead when thesnrgoou arrived. 


Wo learn that Griflin will endeavor to 


provo that tho shooting was done in self- 
defense. In tho light of the present evi- 
dence it doesn't look that way. 


• George Robinson, tho deceased, was 
one of the most industrious colored men 
in Docatur, and lived an exemplary life, 
lie was never soon loafing about tho street 
earners, but WIIH always at work. He woe 
n member of tho official board of the Af- 


rican M. E. church, in the prosperity of 
which society ho took a lively interest 
He was the owner of a home place oil 
North Water street, which he recently 
improved. Robinson was in the employ 
of Mr. W. J. Quiulan, and has worked for 
Mrs. A. A. Powers, Mr. E. D. Bartholo- 
mew and many other citizens, who al- 
ways found him industrious and honest.
